WHO experts on alcoholism found 
that only those "excessive drink 
ers" become alcoholics who are 
born with a "constitutional li 
ability" to alcohol addiction. 


The committee defined alcoholics 


as "excessive drinkers whose de- 
pendence upon alcohol has at- 
tained such a degree that it shows 
a noticeable mental disturbance or 
an interference with their bodilj 
and mental health, their inter- 
personal r e l a t i o n s and their 
smooth social and economic func- 
tioning." 


Factor Xot Established 


The expert* said the precise na- 


ture of the congenital factor in 
alcoholism 
had 
not 
yet 
been 


definitely established, but it was 
believed to be "a slight deficiency 
of carbohydrate metabolism, o'f 
the enzyme system or of certain 
endocrine relations." 


The belief this deficiency is con- 


genital is based on the fact that 
"many dnnkeis who drink as 
much as the addict, over periods 
of 25 years or more, never come 
to the stage of loss of control." 


Persons afflicted with a con- 


genital liability to alcoholism be- 
come alcohol addicts, the experts 
said, if they seek to correct a 
neurotic condition or "personality 
inadequacy" by drinking. After a 
few years of increasing intoxi- 
cation, such persons reach a point 
where they lose control of their 
alcohol consumption and eventual- 
ly become chronic cases. The ex- 


perts estimated the duration of 
this process to average 15 years. 


Cure Possible 


A cure Is possible, the experts 


said, with the help of drugs mak- 
ings alcohol abhorrent to the 
patient, as well as of voluntary 
organizations such as Alcoholics 
Annymous. Once cured, an alco- 
holic must maintain total ab- 


stinence for the real of hit lift. 


In many countries, the number 


of men In need of treatment for 
alcoholism la several time» ta 
great as that for tuberculoela. Th« 
committee estimated earlier'that 
there were about 9*5.000 chronlo 
alcoholica in the United SUtei, 
375.000 in France, 135,000 in Italy 
and 86.000 in Britain.

If Reds Want Income Equality 
They Should Try Capitalism 


One of the great but false boasts of the Soviet Union is 


that the Communist regime has built a society in which peo- 
ple are more nearly equal in income than anywhere else in 
the world. 
, 


The truth is that American capitalism, which the Reds 


revile as the exploiter of ordinary humanity, has gone farther 
than any other economic-political system to narrow the 
spread between the highest and lowest incomes. 


Even Socialist Britain, with its determined effort to 


achieve this very end, has not succeeded as have we in the 
United States. 


Obviously the reason cannot be because the rich in this 


country are less rich than the most privileged in Russia and 
Britain. 


The British have systematically sought to cut down the 


wealthy, and the top bracket Russians, though far better off 
than they want the people to realize, don't range very high 
by American standards. 


The real story, as p.ointed out recently hy Peter F. 


JDrucker in the Saturday Evening Post, is that the "poor" 
people of the United States are so much more fortunate eco- 
nomically than the wretched lower classes of Europe and 
Asia. 


The National Bureau of Economic Research, an outfit 


studying longe range trends and not given to spectacular 
statement, calls "what has happened to America's average 
individual incomes in the past 25 years "one of the greatest 
social revolutions in history." 


More than 50 per cent of America's families now have 


what is considered a "middle class" income- Back around 
1900: only 25 per cent of the families were that well off. 


And these gains have been made despite a notable infla- 


tion that finds the 1952 dollar worth roughly one-third of 
the 1900 dollar. 


For instance, the yearly income of the average U. S fac- 


tory worker has zoomed to $3000 today, against about $500 
at the turn of the century. 


That's a sixfold advance, and means his real income has 


doubled despite the cheapening of the dollar. 


Drucker calls attention to another striking trend that is 


lifting up this country's lower income groups and diminish- 
ing the range between high and low. ' 


This is the remarkable tendency of ordinary folk to par- 


ticipate in the ownership of the country's largest businesses 


The Bell Telephone System now has 1,000,000 stockhold- 


ers. Of these, some 200,000 are company employes. Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey has 220,000 stockholders, in- 
cluding many workers. 


Altogether, 15,000,000 Americans, one out of every 10 


men, women and children, are today stock owners. In other 
words they have a financial stake themselves in the opera- 
tion of our capitalist economy. 


If you add to these all the people who have a share in 


business indirectly, through savings deposits and life insur- 
ance payments which afford business a prime source of caoi- 
tal, you get a much larger figure. 


So the country which Communists— and Socialists too— 


constantly excoriate as the despoiler of the masses is in fact 
doing far better by the masses than the enemies of capitalism 
have any hope of doing. 


The kind of equality they talk about is the kind we al- 
ready have and are steadily getting more of.

Skeptics Frequently Wonder Who Is Running Occupied 


Germany, Commissioner McCoy or Stone

FRANKFORT ON MAIN, Germany—During my friendly in- 


quiries at Bonn, the capital of the new Germany, which exists as a 
sort of ward of our carpetbag administration, I made a stab at the 
mystery of the interesting sojourn in these parts of Benjamin Butten- 
wieser, of New York, as assistant to John J. McCloy, the grand high 
cogalorum of the super-government known as HICOG. Mr. Butten- 
wieser put in a couple of years as McCloy's assistant. Some skep- 
tics not officially connected with the grand'^lodge at Bonn have had 
the impudence to doubt under their evil breath 
that Buttenwieser was subordinate to McCloy and 
took orders from him. 


The same vulgar speculations can be heard 


today regarding the relative actual authority of 
McCloy and our gifted American minister of cul- 
ture, Shepard Stone, of the Sunday section of 
the New York Times, especially now that McCloy 
is off the job with a broken ankle. I cannot sub- 
scribe to the suspicion that Stone outnumbers the 
rlicogalorum of HICOG in the routing stresses of-| 
the administration because I have not been able to 
nterview the Hicogalorum.

dent, "suffered a broken leg in 
1950, and now has osteomyelitis. 
Would you please discuss the seri- 
ousness of this condition and the 
treatment?" 


Osteomylitis is a disease of the 


bones and is known to have ex- 
isted since the dawn of man be 
cause the bones of some primi- 
tive human beings which 
have 


been dug up have shown signs of 
this disease. 


It is caused by a germ infec- 


tion of the bone itself which de- 
(stroys even this hard and resist- 
ant tissue. 


The disease is still with us but 


thanks to improved surgical meth- 
ods, and the use of such prepara- 
tions as the sulfa drugs and anti- 
biotics like penicillin, it is becom- 
ing on the whole both less fre- 
quent and more commonly cured. 


Up until the last three or four 


hundred years 
severe 
osteomy- 


elitis in one of the limbs was usu- 
ally treated by amputation. 


The disease was surrounded by 


superstition also and 
until 
the 


germ theory became understood, 
it was often treated with repul- 
sive applications such as inciner- 
ated toads, fresh body lice, boiling 
oil, powders made from Egyptian 
mummies, turpentine, or herbs. 


Maggots were 
rommonly used 


in the treatment of osteomyelitis 
in the past because maggots eat 
only dead tissue and 
therefore 


were used to clean up the dead 
bone. 


No one is attracted by the idea 


of maggots eating on their flesh 
even when the flesh is dead, butC| 
even today this treatment is occa- s 
sionally employed. 


New Treatments Devised 


The many surgical 
treatments 


used over the years all were aim- 
ed at destroying or removing the 
dead bone and pus and allowing 
new pus which was 
formed to 


drain to the surface. 


Ingenious instruments for bor-. 


ing into the bone and scraping^ 
out all of the infected material ^ 
have" been devised. . 


New methods of attack 
on 


osteomyelitis now have been de- 
veloped. 


The sulfa drugs and the sub-, 


stances obtained from molds or 
germs called antibiotics are used 
with great success in many cases. 


Several members of both groups, 


are useful in 
osteomyelitis. By'-, 


jsing them it has become possi-'> 
Ole to save many people with os- 
teomyelitis from months or even 
years of hospitalization and re- 
seated surgery.

COLUMBUS, O. — (AP)— Mod- 


ern scholars have revealed Biblical 
characters as real people rather 
than "little plaster of Paris saints 
or nameless devils," a Methodist 
publishing agent said here last 
night. 


Dr. Roy L. Smith of Chicago 


spoke at a meeting at which ex- 
cerpts from a new American ver- 
sion of the Old Testament were 
read.

No (S)kidding ... ? 


LOS ANGELES—(AP)—A Los Angeles inventor 


today described a simple device which he says will keep 
automobiles from skidding on slippery roads. 


Dr. William Ross, the inventor, calls it the gyro-skid 


control. The device, weighing 45 pounds, is placed on 
the cross rear member of a car, parallel with the rear 
axle. 


It consists of a steel tube 36 inches long and 3 


inches in diameter. Inside the tube is a 35-pound slid- 
ing steel bar weight. The bar is free to slide back and 
forth laterally on ball bearings. There are springs inside 
each end of the tube. 


"It acts as a counter centrifugal force," Dr- Ross 


explained. "Since skidding is a result of the lateral dis- 
placement of weight and counter-centrifugal action of 
this device, replacing that weight prevents skidding." 


Dr. Ross said the device will even cut down skidding 


on a fast stop.

Go to Khartoum

to Khartoum around the first of 
the year.

his Pentagon superiors this week: 
"It's 98 degrees in the shade just 
now."

Douglas said businesses which 


benefit from the government sub- 
sidies are steamship lines, air- 
lines, periodicals, banks and in- 
surance companies. 


The senator said the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, Veterans Ad- 
ministration and U.S. army en- 
gineers are agencies which could 
effect economies. The first two, 
he said, are. "grossly oveistaffed," 
and the latter promotes "waste- 
ful" projects. 


He also said the armed forces 


could stand drastic budget prun- 
ing. The senator estimated the 
armed services have unused or 
unusuable materials

and cried Tuesday as he re-enact- 
ed the triple slaying of his mother, 
brother and sister. 


The rangy youth described in de- 


tail at the Schulz home movement 
he and his mother, Katherine, 37;

John sobbed when he reached

That night his father returned 
home from a business trip and 
found the bodies.

Tomato Plants 
New Source of 
Sex Hormones 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


Agriculture department reported 
today that the common tomato 
plant contains material that can 
.be used to make sex hormones. 


Chemical research has found 


the agency said, that a new alka 
loid called "Chrystallino Toma 
tine" can be extracted from the 
tomato leaf. 


This alkaloid can be used as a 


starting material in the manu- 
facture of the medically importani 
sex hormones progesterone and 
testosterone. 


Progesterone is used in drugs 


for the correction of menstrua'! 
disturbances, prevention of spon- 
taneous abortions and the relief 
of cervical cancer. Testosterone 
also is used as a remedy for 
menstrual disturbances and for 
suppressing breast cancer. 


The department said the value 


of the new discovery lies in the 
fact that heretofore only three 
sources were available for the 
preparation of tl\ese drugs—ani- 
mal-nerve tissues' soybeans and 
Mexican yams. 


The department said Tomatine 


might even be converted into Cor- 
tisone, a new drug being used for 
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relief of arthritic pains. However, 
there arc chemical difficulties to 
such conversion. The department 
said 
that 
once a 
practicable 


method lias been perfected, the use 
of the tomato plant as a suitable 
source for Cortisone would make 
possible a considerable reduction 
in its price.
